fined in separate iron cells in 
the 


upper' floor of 
the large cell room. 


These are the only iron inclosures in 
the entire building, but are conaid- 
ered the. most desirable location ,,by 
the prisoners on account of the ven- 
tilation, light and comparatively plea- 
sant surroundings. 


In order to accommodate the con- 


demned men 'Warden Considine was 
compelled to move seventeen of the 
other prisoners. 


These five men are constantly un- 


der the eyes of a death watch, com- 
posed of eight men, .each standing at 
eight-hour watch. 
They are 
exer- 


cised every day during the noon hour, 
in the .prison' yard,- while the other 
prisoners are at lunch. 
Promptly at 


twelve they are. taken from the cells 
and allowed to roam the enclosure at 


Every man of. the. lot takes his fate 


coolly and is in good humor most of 
the time. 
All of them are in the- best 


of 
health -and spirit and at times 


speaking lightly of the fatal day. 


In the cell room they spend most of 


th-e time in reading and smoking-, the 
literature being- furnished by the pris- 
on officials. 


The food given them.,is of the same 


grade as that of the guards' table, 
which is somewhat superior to the 
plain prison fare. 
All eat with 
a 


relish, showing that the confinement 
has noi affected 
their appetites 
as 


yet, 
especially Cachie. 


Many letters 
are received . daily, 


most of 
them expressing sympathy 


and condolence. 
Oddly enough none 


of them are from women . 


Cachie Sig-mlller Is by far the most 


cheerful of the lot, arid utterly un-' 
aware of the impending- doom. 


He is a cheerful, smiling' Indian 


youngster and takes the keenest in- 
terest in everything. He is constantly 
looking through the cell bars to see 
what the. guards are doing and often. 
gets quite' chummy with them, ocda- 
alonally addressing- them by their first 
name and in pessimistic moments he 
intimates slight . dissatisfaction with 
the confinement.
